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CHANGE  IN  FIELD  LIBRARY  SERVICE

you;  you  may  borrow  books  and  bulletins  and  ask  for  reference  service;  an  ac- 
cession list  of  new  publications  v^rill  no  doubt  be  issued;  Mr.  Low  will  probably 
continue  packet  and  book-of-the-month  projects. 

We  shall  try  to  make  the  transition  as  smoothly  as  possible,  but  while  records 
and  publications  are  being  transferred,  there  will  naturally  be  some  delay  in 
getting  things  to  you. 

Some  of  the  publications  are  to  remain  at  Southern  Forest  Experiment  Station  as 
a  station  library.     Consequently,  you  will  be  asked  to  return  certain  items  to 
New  Orleans.
